PRESIDENT" S ASSISTANT 


Rudolf Duder was born in St. John's, Newfoundland 
and attended Bishop Field and Memorial University 
colleges on scholarships. His studies were fur- 
thered at McGill, Oxford(Rhodes scholar), Dijon, 
(France) and Harvard. 

In 1944, his teaching career was interrupted when 
he was commissioned a captain in the Royal New- 
foundland Regiment. Initially, he worked with 
displaced persons and refugees, then, because of 
his background, he was transferred to and headed 
the education branch of the British Military gov- 
ernment in Berlin and Hamburg. He joined the Can- 
adian external affairs department in 1950 and 
served in various diplomatic posts in Belgrade, 
Vienna, Indochina, Cambodia, Tokyo, and I.C.A.0. 
in Montreal. 

ir. Duder said thet in 21 years in the foreign 
service he had no roots. He chose to settle in 
Montreal because he liked it more than any other city. His experience 
fitted him for a position in university administration, thus he came to 
Loyola, 

Mr. Duder is secretary to the Board of Governors, serves on many committees, 
is liaison with outside organizations, and is co-ordinator of cultural 
activities at the university. He regards his department as one of loose 
ends. 

A compulsive reader, he is also a devotee of classical music, an avid 
orthinologist and an amateur criminologist. 

As for the future, he said " I would like to resume my first career and 
teach English or International Relations. You know, the ideal position is 
on the faculty.”

All of a sudden it dawned on me 
that the problem might be that I 
didn't want equality at all... No, 
evening students don't want equality 
with the day students. They want 
something better than the things 
they are getting. They have to 
solve today's problems today. They 
want an educational experienceeee. 
Tomorrow morning, the evening stud- 
ent may have to face a classroom of 
30 6th grade kids and be here at 
the college because he wants to be 
a better teacher now. The evening 
student has kids to feed, business 
decisions to make, and he wants an 
education which will help him create 
a better life for himself in all 
ways. The problem is that evening 
students don't want equality, at 
least not if equality means that 
they have to settle for the pres- 
ent state of higher education. So 
long as we concern ourselves with 
equal treatment, then we are
